President’s View of Elections. | 

In a formal statement issued at 
Washington Thursday President Roose- 
velt said the result of the elections was 
“extremely gratifying’ and that he had 
Bent a letter of congratulation to Mr. 
Heney of San Francisco. The victory 
in New Jersey, he says, is just what 
happened there in the middle of the 
McKinley administration nine years 
ago. As compared with the elections 
next preceding the last presidential, or 
in 1903, the Republicans have done bet- 
ter, thinks the president, considering 
especially the sweeping. victory in 
Kentucky for the first time since the 
first McKinley vote. The result in 
Manhattan he finds to be due to purely 
local causes.. The president went home 
to vote. 


Last Week’s Election Results. 

New York.— The Republican-Inde- 
pendence League fusion forces met | 
with defeat in New York city, Tam- 
many’s candidate for sheriff, Tom Fo- 
ley, and the candidates for judgeships 
winning with the reduced plurality of 
about 25,000. The league polled only 
110,000 votes in the entire state as 
compared with six times as many for 
Hearst last year. Leader Murphy calls 
it “the elimination of Hearst.’”” McCar- 
ren lost Brooklyn to the Republicans. 
The vote was light. 

Pennsylvania.—Republicans won back 
the office of state treasurer, electing 
John .Q. Sheatz, an antimachine man, 
by 175,000 over Harman (Dem.). Phil- 
adelphia was held by the old organiza- 
tion, and the $10,000,000 loan was vot- 
ed by a decreased majority. 

Rhode Island.—Governor James H. 
Higgins (Dem.) was re-elected by about 
2,500 plurality, an increase of 1,000 
over his plurality last year. 

Utah.—The American or anti-Mor- 
mon party was victorious in Salt Lake 
City, John D. Bransford being elected 
mayor by from 7,000 to 10,000 plurali- 
ty.: It is thought that the Mormons 
were scattered between Republican, 
Democratic and Socialist tickets. The 
council is also anti-Mormon. 

Ohio.—Mayor Tom L. Johnson. car- 
ried Cleveland on his platform of mu- 
i nicipal street cars, 
three cent fares and 
other reforms’ by 
9,000 over Congress- 
man Burton, who 
ran with the = in- 
dorsement of the 
national administra- 
tion. The city coun- 
cil also went Demo- 
craticlargely. Brand 
Whitlock was re- 
elected mayor of 
Toledo on an_ in- 
Tom L. Johason. genendent ticket. 
Markheit (Rep.) was elected mayor of 
Cincinnati. 

The post-election. presidential boom 
for the triumphant mayor of Cleveland 
was started by the resolution of the 
St. Louis Democratic club, represent- 
ing 10,000 voters, indorsing him for the 


_ presidency. 


California.—Dr. Edward R. Taylor, 
the acting reform mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, and District Attorney Langdon, 
under whose regime Mayor Schmitz 
was sent to prison and the Ruef graft 
machine destroyed, were elected on the 
Good Government and Democratic tick- 
ets, Taylor by 11,000 and Langdon by 
nearly 20,000 plurality over Ryan, can- 
didate of the local Republican machine 
and McCarthy of the Union Labor par- 
ty, directed by ex-Mayor Schmitz from 
his prison. cell. The campaign has 
turned on the continuance of the re- 
form campaign, and powerful corpo- 
rate influences worked with the Schmitz 
machine to down Taylor. : 

Delaware.—The rural districts of 
Kent and Sussex counties went for 
prohibition, the question being “‘license 
or no license,” while the city of Wil- 
mington and adjacent county of New 
Castle favored the saloons. The en- 
tire state vote showed a majority of 
about 2,000 for the “dries.” 

Tllinois.—Over half of -the twenty 
counties in which the saloon issue was 
presented to the voters were captured 
by the Prohibitionists. 

Kentucky.—Augustus EB. Wilson, the 
Republican candidate for governor on 
a temperance platform and the prom- 
ise of speedy trials for ex-Governor 
Taylor and Charles Finlay for the Goe- 
bel murder, won over 8. W. Hager by 
about 14,000 majority. The legislature 
was in doubt at first, involving Beck- 
ham’s senatorial expectations. Grin- 
stead was elected mayor of Louisville 
by Republicans.

Marvlaod.—John Walter Smith de- 
feated Governor Warfield in the Dem- 
ocratic primaries for the United States 
senate both in Baltimore and the rural 
sections. Senator Whyte was unop- 
posed. Incomplete returns indicated 
that Austin L. Crothers, Democratic 
candidate for governor, had been elect- 
ed by 7,000 plurality. 

Mississippi.—E. F. Noel for governor 
and entire Democratic ticket were 
elected without opposition. 

Nebraska.— The Republican candi- 
dates for supreme court and university 
regents were elected by 15,000 to 20,000 
plurality. 

Virginia.—Legislature largely Demo- 
cratic, as usual. 

New Jersey. — An 
error in tabulation 
made it appear at 
first that F. A. Katz- 
enbach, Democrat, 
had been elected 
governor,.but later | 
returns gave the 
state to the Repub- 
licans, John F’. Fort 
being elected by 
over 7,000 plurality. 
Mark Fagan, Jersey 
City’s Republican re- 
form mayor, was de- 
feated by H. O. 
Wittpenn, Demo 
crat, by 10,000. 

Massachusetts.—Governor Guild wae 
re-elected for his third term by the 
Republicans with a plurality of about 
100,000, the opposition vote being di- 
vided between Whitney (Dem.), 83,492; 
Hisgen (Ind. League), 74,845, and Bart- 
lett (Antirailroad Merger), _ 11,710. 
The Hearst league cut a considerable 
figure in Boston, where District Attor- 
ney Moran was re-elected. 


Roosevelt Against Paper Tariff. 

To the committee on paper of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ asso- 
elation, which called at the White 
House Thursday, President Roosevelt 
intimated that he would urge congress 
to repeal the tariff on print paper.

Must Work or Starve. 

After a conference at the White 
House with Secretary Garfield of the 
interior department, Assistant Secreta- 
ry Oliver of the war department and 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Leupp, 
the president decided to continue the 
policy of the Indian bureau of furnish- 
ing the Indians an opportunity to work 
and in case of their failure to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to leave 
them to their own resources. This is 
the result of the recent outbreak of a 
band of renegade Ute Indians now lo- 
cated on the Cheyenne river reserva- 
tion in North Dakota. 

Meyer to Work Standing. 

Postmaster General Meyer believes 
that his working efficiency is impaired 
by following the custom of sitting at a 
desk. When he was the presiding offi-

cer of the lower branch of the Massa- 


chusetts assembly he used a massive 
desk made of walnut highly embel- 
lished and standing more than four 
feet high. This has been brought to 
Washington and installed in his office. 
This he will use hereafter, standing up 
at his work. 


Receiver For Exposition. 

It seems not improbable that the 
Jamestown exposition will spend its 
closing days in the hands of a receiver. 
The National Meter company of New 
York has asked through its attorney, 
Joseph T. Lawless, in a chancery sult 
that a receiver be appointed. The suit 
has been referred to a commissioner. 
An effort on the part of the exposition 
management to reopen the fair next 
year has met the unanimous dissent of 
the state exposition commission. 


New. Gold Coins Issued. 

The first of the new coins designed 
by the late Augustus Saint Gaudens 
under the general direction of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has reached the treas- 
ury department from the United States 
mint in Philadelphia. It is the ten dol- 
lar gold piece, or half eagle, and is pe- 
culiar from the fact that for the first 
time since 1873 the words “In God We 
Trust” are omitted from the coin. ; 


Hill Succeeds Tower. 

The president has chosen.David J. 
Hill of New York, formerly assistant 
secretary of state and now minister to’ 
Holiand, to take the important post of 
ambassador to Germany, resigned by 
Charlemagne Tower.

$76,000,000 Oil Funds Asked. 

Attorney General Davidson of Texas 
has filed suit at Austin against eleven 
subsidiary concerns of the Standard 
Oil company for penalties aggregating 
$75,900,000 for alleged violation of the 
antitrust law. Ouster from the state 
and a receiver of their properties are 
also asked for. 


Actor Hitchcock Surrenders. 

After having remained in hiding a 
week in New York city, baffling the 
efforts of the authorities to reach him, 
Raymond Hitchcock voluntarily sur- 
rendered himself to the courts and was 
released on $7,500 bail on one of the 
six indictments against him for abduc- 
fion and assault. Hitchcock refused 
to disclose where he had hidden and, 
in company with his wife, reappeared 
in the performance of “A Yankee Tour- 
ist,” where the audience greeted them 
with prolonged cheers.

Telegraph Strike Declared Off. 

Following the lead of the. Chicago 
local of the Commercial Telegraphers* 
union, the-branches.in NewYork and 
other cities throughout the country 
have voted-a suspension of the strike 
until further notice and agreed to re- 
turn to work as fast as ’the-companies 
can find places for them. The strike 
leaders say that overtures were made 
by the managers promising Important 
concessions if the men would return. 
They propose to test the oral promise 
of the management at least until 
March 1 next. : 

Balloon Factory For St. Louis. 

The American Airship and Balloon 
corporation of New York has decided 
to purchase ground for a concourse and 
factory in or near St. Louis. The aero- 
drome will be 80 feet high and 200 
feet long by 300 feet wide. This will 
enable the company to inflate the bal- 
loons under cover. The company claims 
to have a contract from the govern- 
ment for. an airship similar to that in 
which Beachey won the dirigible race 
in the recent St. Louis contest. 
Mauretania Beats Lusitania. ; 

The Cunard Steamship company an- 
nounces {hat the Mauretania made an 
average of 26.03 knots an hour in her 
recent trial trip, which is in excess of 
the best time made by the Lusitania in 
her late record breaking voyage. The 
latter vessel on her last trip in twenty- 
four hours covered 618 knots, one knot 
in excess of the best record on her pre- 
vious westward voyage. 


EDUCATIONAL 


The Year Round School Term. 
Educational! leaders are still discuss. 
ing with unabated interest the proposi- 
tion put forward by Thomas L. Burt 
recently in the Independent—namely, 
that the schools should be open all the 
year around, Sundays and the few 
public holidays alone excepted. Mr. 
Burt’s idea is that this would leave 
about 300 school days, which would 
vary in length of session from three 
hours in summer to five or six in win- 
ter. He says that no educator will 
deny that this distribution of school 
time would enable the pupils to cover 
more ground and make much greater 
progress than under the existing plan. 
One of the principal objects gained 
would be, in his opinion, to keep the 
children off the streets in the summer: 
time and to make their development 
steady and continuous. The fact that 
most parents are glad to send thei:

He proposes to make 
the pay of the teachers accordingly 
higher, “in money and not in holidays 
and vacations.” He argues, further, 
that short hours, Saturday and Sun 
day holidays and long vacations, “in- 
stead of producing the habit of study 
among teachers, probably increases 
laziness.” According to this proposal. 
no teacher would teach all day, but 
two or even three should occupy the 
same room during successive sessions.

Ga., has decided to dismiss George 
Yugama, the Japanese boy who was 
recently admitted to.the night school. 
His admission occurred during the ab- 
sence of Superintendent Otis Ashmore.

In his reply to Pope Pius X., for’ 


which he has been virtually excom- 
municated by the bead of the church, 
Father Tyrell, the English Jesuit, re- 
fures to aecept the implications of the

plices himself outside the pale of 

* church. In severe terms he ar- 

«igus the document for identifying 
true Catholicism with a “selence the- 
ory and psychology that are as strange 
as ustrology to the modern mind and 
are practically unknown outside sem- 
Inary walls save to the historian of 
philosophy.” He says the encyclical 
as an argument “falls dead for every 
one who regards its science theory as 
obsolete, for all who believe that truth 
has not been stugnating for centuries 
in theological seminaries, but has been 
steadily streaming on with ever in- 
creasing force and volume in the chan- 
nels which liberty has opened to its 
progress.” He characterizes the docu- 
ment as “a clear and final demonstra- 
tion of the futility-of pouring new wine 
-into old bottles, of the attempt to gath- 
er the experiences of the twentieth 
century under the categories of the 
thirteenth, of coming to terms with an 
age that is dead and buried—in a word, 
of coquetting with the impossible,” 
Socialism In the Churches. 

In its monthly review of religion and 
ethics Current Literature deals exten- 
sively with “The Chureh’s Growing 
Sympathy With Socialism” and says 
that new significance is given to the 
statement made by Professor Thomas 
C. Hall several years ago that social- 
ism is Christianity’s most formidable 
rival. “There can 
be no doubt,” says 
the writer, “that 
both in England 
and this country an 
increasing number 
of minds are turn- 
ing to socialism 
rather than to 
Christianity for re- 
ligion.” The Rev. 
Charles Stelzle, who | 
Washington Glad- has beencarrying on 

den. Presbyterian propa- 
gandas among labor unions, now says, 
“For thousands of workingimen social- 
ism has become a substitute for the 
church, the idealism of earthly propa- 


ganda taking the place of the visions | 
and ideals of the religious faith.” The 


Rev. Dr. A. A. Berle has been prod- 
ding the theological schools in a series 
of sharp criticisms, holding that the | 


Socialists make a better use of the Bi- | 


ble for the purposes of moral appeal 
than do the ministers. Not long ago 
the national council of the Congrega- 
tional church was stirred by Dr. Wash- 


ington Gladden’s sermon in which he | 


said the fundamental principle of our | 
present social system is self interest | 
and that “nothing can march hellward 
faster than a democracy based on 
this.” He spoke of enormous wealth as | 
“the fruit of plunder by billions of fic- 
titious capital extorting interest” and 
of the resentment of the many whose | 
industry is exploited by the few. 

But Current Literature finds that at 
this juncture the churches aresmeeting 
the rivalry of socialism in a friendly 
spirit. A number of religious journals 
are printing articles friendly. to so-' 
cialism. Among these is the New York | 
Observer (Presbyterian), in which ina 


three page article, ‘Will Socialism Be ' 


Established In America?’ the author, 
Dr. George S. Payton, says there is an 
undeniable charm in the conception of 
a state in’ which each is for all and 


all for each and adds that that charm ' 


is “the charm of light from the sun of 
righteousness.” The same spirit of 
sympathy is found in two new books 


widely discussed in the religious pa- ! 


pers—namely, “Christianity and the 
Social Crisis,” by Professor: Rauschen- 
bush, who thinks that Christianity has 
lost power because of its abandonment 
of its social mission, and “The Church 
and the Changing Order,” by Profess- 
or Shailer Mathews, editor of The 
World Today. Both authors disclaim

Might: Abandon Passenger Trains. 
| “If the present pernicious legislation 
against railroads is persisted in, and

This is 
the language said 
to have been used 
by George J. Gould, 3 
president of the Mis-_ 
souri Pacific rail- 
road and the owner 
of a controlling in- 
, terest in a vast num- 
, ber of 
throughout the country. Mr. Gould 
has just returned f: ff seven mouths’ 
absence in Europe, ‘where, he said, the 
people were timid about investing in 
American stocks in view of the révént 
hostile legislation against corporations. 
He said that among the reasons to 
which he attributed the late financial 
panic was the terrible verdict against 
the Standard Oi} company for rebating. 
He thought there was no comparison 
between the railroads of this country 
and those of Europe, although there 
were some pretty fair ones in Ger- 
many. 

Hotel Rents Roof Tents.

Bellevue-Stratford hotel at Philadel- 
phia to establish an outdoor camp on 
its lofty roof has proved a success.

The fight between the old vaudeville 
houses in combination against the the- 
atrical trust, which has been going on 
for months and which had entered on 
a new stage with the entrance of the 
Hammerstein-Keith-Proctor interests 
into the legitimate drama, was reported 
to be at an end through the agree- 
ment of Klaw & Ertanger to quit the 
vaudeville field and their organization, 
known as the United States Amuse- 
ment company, to turn over all unful- 
filled contracts to the United Booking 
Offices of America, the vaudeville men 
agreeing to keep out of the legitimate. 
Seven Millions of Gold Arrives. 

The North German Lloyd liner Kron- 
prinzessin Cecilie came to New York 
with an installment of gold amounting 
to about $7,100,000 consigned to vart- 
ous New York banks and bankers, and 
the Lusitania of the Cunard line 
brought $10,000,000 more, The arrival 
of this gold was hailed as promising 
to afford great relief to the existing 
money stringency. 

Stee! Trust Absorbs Rival. 

One important outcome of the con- 
ferences at the home of J, P. Morgan 
was the announcement that the United 
States Steel corporation had purchased 
control of the Tennesee Coal and Iron 
company in a $30,000,000 deal and by 
80 doing had greatly relieved the Trust 
Company of America, which had held 
a large amount of the T. C. and I. col- 
lateral. This deal also helped the gen- 
eral bank situation, because at the 
same time it became known that B. H. 
Garey and H. C. Frick of the steel’ 
trust had called upon President Roose- 
velt to request the administration to 
ignore the proposed combination. It 
was said that they urged the policy of 
“hands off’’ in this case for the sake of 
steadying the market by putting in cir- 
culation the millions represented in the 
loans based on the transferred securi- 
‘ties. This transaction places the steel 
trust in control of about 50 per cent of 
the total output of fron. 

President Thorne of the Trust Com- 
pany of America said that they had 
paid out $34,000,000 during the two 
weeks’ run upon the institution and at 
last every doubting depositor had been 
paid off. In the end he believed the 
company would profit by this fierce 
light, which had shown no abuse of its 
funds, — 

Meat Prices Advance. 

Despite the fact that there ‘has re-" 
cently been a material falling off in the 
prices of hogs and beef cattle in the 
Texas markets the Fort Worth retall- 
ers say that the packing houses have 
advanced the price of pork loins a half 
cent and other cuts 1% cents, and a 
still further advance is looked for. 


Railway Strike Averted. 

Through the mediation of Mr. Lioyd- 
George, president of the London board 
of trade, eleven of the principal .Brit- 
ish railway companies of England have 
signed an agreement with the central 
committee of the labor unions creating 
a joint conciliation board for a period 
of six years, after which either party 
may be released upon one year’s notice. 


Japan Breaks Silence. 

Foreign Minister Hayashi in an in- 
terview for the Associated Press said 
that the Japanese government and peo- 
ple were universally determined to 


| maintain peaceful relations with Amer- 


fea in the interest of civilization’ and 


| that they trusted to the good-sense of 


the American people to deal fairly with 
the only matter in dispute—namely, 
immigration.

Dark Spell In Pittsburg. 

Within the period of five minutes 
Pittsburg was plunged into semidark- 
ness from bright morning sunlight 
shortly after 8 o’clock Nov. 6, due to 
the overspreading of a heavy cloud 
laden with particles of dust. After 
néarly an hour the cloud lifted, tor- 
rents of rain having fallen and thus 
“laundered the atmosphere.” 

General Booth Returns Home. 

The venerable head of the Salvation 
Army, General William Booth, sailed 
frény Néw York for England last week, 
having completed an extensive fare- 
well tour of this country, during whitch 
he addressed vast gatherings in all the 
larger cities.

‘Obituary. 


JOSEPH WARREN 


Born November 14, 1831, died No- 
vember 14, 1907; thus the record 
marks the span of life of the late 
Joseph W. Smith whose long illness 
ended Thursday afternoon. The end 
had been looked for for several 
weeks, and came quietly and peace- 
fully with little suffering attendant. 

No man in Andover had a wider 
acquaintance or a larger friendship 
than the deceased. His life as a 
business man, as a charitable citizen, 
as a friend and neighbor, as a com- 
panion, as a leader in many activities, 
had been a full and varied one. 

Joseph W. Smith was the only son 
of the late John Smith, whose re- 
markable business career, attended by 
success such as few men-secure, had 
already made the family and the 
name prominent in the life of Ando- 
ver and New England. With large 
opportunities for business usefulness, 
the deceased closed his school life at 
Phillips Academy at an early age and 
took up various business interests. 
He was prominent in the Smith & 
Dove Co., at one time a director of 
the Boston & Maine R. R., Boston, 
Revere Beach & Lynn R. R., and sev- 
eral different banks and corporations. 
About fifteen years ago he gave up 
his business life, confining’ himself 
entirely to diversions and many in- 
terests outside of active business. 

Mr. Smith was one of the most 
genial companions imaginable. Be- 
ginning at an early age, his love for 
travel led him to many parts of his 
own country as well as to take seve- 
ral foreign trips. .As a traveler he 
saw with a wonderful eye for beauty 
and entertainment, many scenes 
which never left him in after years. 
His mind was filled with the scenery 
and the humanity that had come to 
his vision through sixty years: of 
travel and wide acquaintance. The 
old home in Scotland attracted him 
as a visitor a number of times, and 
in many different ways, Brechin, 
Scotland, was linked through his 
knowledge and interest in it, with the 
town of Andover. 

For sixty years he was a summer 
resident at Biddeford Pool in Maine. 
For many years past he has been 
traveling to the South in the winter. 
The land across the sea, the home at 
the North, and, the home in the 
South, all combine to show the wide 
interests of travel and acquaintance 
which attracted Mr. Smith. His 
early delight in the life at Biddeford 
Pool aroused his interest in the sail- 
ors, and for almost the entire time 
marked by his long summer resi- 
dence on the Maine coast, he had 
been doing the things. that appealed 
to him as being of help to the hardy 
men who follow the sea. He was the 
pioneer in the work of carrying to 
the life saving stations -interesting 
literature to aid in the passing away 
of the long hours which mark the 
life saver’s life. His early interest ‘n 
‘the fishermen of Gloucester led him 
to be one of the earliest contributors 
to the work of the Fisherman’s Relief 
Associations. Wherever was found 
‘the sea-faring man there was sure to 
be one to interest Mr. Smith. 
| _ His love of travél and his keen in- 
sight into human nature and relish 
for the amusing and pathetic in life, 
made him a rare companion, and 
made of him a storehouse from which 
he could and did draw in wordsand 
in writings most interesting stories. 
Many of these stories were published 
in different forms for private distri- 
bution, and. through them he passed 
on to his wide acquaintance glimpses 
of much of the life which had come 
within his vision. He wrote most in- 
terestingly and talked most entertain- 
ingly of those things that had at- 
tracted him. His love of the sea 
made his stories of sea life most cap- 
tivating. His love of travel made his 
sketches, that reached from _ this 
country to the land across the sea, 
delightful entertainment. 

He early followed his father’s in- 
terest in the Free Church and served 
for many years as. one of the deacons. 
From its establishment ‘until his 
death he was a trustee of the Memo- 
rial Hall Library. He was inter- 
ested in all the associations and or- 
ganizations in Andover that contrib- 
uted the best life of the town. He 
»was one of the founders of the Ando- 
ver Press. His— charities. abroad, 
large as they were, never overreached 
his interest in many of the small 
things of his home town. . 

A generous hand dispensed a lib- 
eral bounty in countless ways that 
shave made many a home brighter and 
many a life happier among the poor 
and the needy of Andover. 

Mr. Smith was married May 1, 
1865, to Fannie S. Donald, daughter 
of the late William C. Donald of An- 
dover, and the home life had been 
almost ideal. Six children besides 
the widow survive the deceased, 
George F., the present head of the 
Smith & Dove Mfg. Co., William D., 
Mrs. Markham W. Stackpole, John 
Duke, a lawyer-in Boston, Miss Mary, 
a student at Smith College, and Nor. 
man. One of the hard shocks that 
came to Mr. Smith was that of the 
death of the fourth youngest son, 
Joseph W., jr, who was in many 
ways much like the father, particu- 
larly in. his love of travel and his 
genius for sharing the delights that 
he discovered through conversation 
and published accounts. 

Funeral: services will be held on 
Saturday, November 16, at 1.15 
o’clock at the late residence on “Cén- 
tral street, and they will be con- 
ducted by the Rev. F. A. Wilson and 
the Rev. M. W. Stackpole. All of 
the old friends of Mr. Smith are in- 
vited to the funeral service at the 
house.

For Missionaries’ Children. 


Steps are being taken effectually to 
remove, at least from China, one of 
the most -serious drawbacks with 
which missionaries have to. contend, 
that of the difficulty of providing any 
adequate education for their children. 
There exists in all China but one 
school established for the education 
of these children, and that is able to 
care only for the children of the mis- 
sionaries of the China Inland Mis- 
sion, by which it is maintained. There 
are some forty boards and societies 
doing mission work in China and 
they have nearly four thousand work- 
ers scattered over the Empire. The 
organization already named is the 
only one to provide. for the educa- 
tion .of the missionary children. 
Other missionaries give their child- 
ren a primary education as best they 
can and when the time comes for 
higher branches of learning the child- 
ren must be sent “home” to England 
or America, involving great expense 
and a long separation from parents 
that is sometimes a permanent one. 

The present effort is to establish 
and endow a school which shall be 
open to all of the thousand or more 
missionary children in China. The 
school has already been established 
on a tentative basis, the place selected 
for it being at Kuling, a mountain re- 
sort not far from the Yangtse River, 
about four hundred miles from 
Shanghai. The place is a popular 
vacation resort for missionaries of all 
bodies and therefore is deemed the] 
proper location for a-school which 
is to have as its students missionary 
children’ of all denominations. The 
Rev. F. E. Meigs, president of the 
Union Christian College of Manking, 
China, is now in the United States 
trying to raise $100,000 for the new 
school. The sum*of $30,000 is needed 
for buildings and $70,000 is to be re- 
tained for endowment. The project 
is cordially endorsed by officials of 
practically all foreign mission  or- 
ganizations. ; 


An Analysis of Votes

It is now apparent, curiously

But that would not explain 
Fall River’s vote. It is notable, also, 
that Haverhill—also a shoe town—is | 
in the Whitney class: On the ‘whole! 
the Hisgen and Whitney votes seem 
to have followed geographical lines, 
Whitney’s strength predominating 
in the north and west, and Hisgen's 
in the south and east. Perhaps that 
means no more than that Whitney 
did more work in the one, and His- 
gen in the other. Or can it be that 
this apportionment bears a direct 
relation to the circulation of Hearst's 
paper? Of course, it is largely an 
academic question now—Guild being 
elected and the others, for the nonce, 
politically down and out. But it is 
more interesting than some other 
academic questions are.

The Art of Telephoning 


Every day some subscriber asks the 
New England Company what he can 
do personally to get most satisfactory 
results with the telephone. The 
answer, put briefly, is this: Look up 
numbers before calling “Central;” be 
prompt about answering your own 
telephone bell when it rings; take 
pains in speaking. 

The necessity for looking up tel- 
ephone numbers is obvious. With 
the rapidly increasing list..of sub- 
scribers connected with the exchange; 
it would be impossible for operators 
to identify everybody’s line from his 
name. Giving “Central” the number 
you wish correctly and distinctly to 
start with saves time and errors. 

The desirability of | answering 
promptly is also evident. If the ‘op- 
erator receives no response after 
ringing at regular intervals during 
a minute and a half or two minutes, 
she reports, “They don’t answer.” 
Even at a little inconvenience it is 
better to respond to the first call of 
the bell. than to run the risk of losing 
what may be-an important communi- 
cation and causing the person” who 
rings you up, as well as yourself, 
distress..or annoyance. 

Conversing well by telephone ‘s 
something of an art, but it is one 
easily acquired. To be able to talk 
clearly and agreeably over the wire 
is as positive an asset in business and 
as _valuable-an accomplishment in 
social life as is good personal appear- 
ance in a_ face-to-face interview. 
Being invisible to the person with 
whom you are speaking, the impres- 
sion you make depends very largely 
on the quality of your voice when it 
reaches the other end of the line. 

In telephoning to a person in your 
own town you will get the clearest 
transmission if you speak in an ord- 
inary conversational tone. In fact, 
the tone should be a_ shade lower 
rather than higher than that you use 
in ordinary conversation. For long 
distance talking the voice should be 
a little louder than it is when you 
speak to some one in the- same 
room with you, but it should never 
even approach shouting, which causes 
the diaphragm in the transmitter 10 
vibrate so fast that your words are 
likely to be jimbled when they are 
reproduced in the listener’s receiver. 
If you cannot make yourself heard 
without too great an effort, signal: 
your operator and she will do any- 
thing she can to remedy the difficulty. 

Pronounce your words distinctly 
and not too rapidly. A_ telephone 
conversation generally lacks the 
pauses of face-to-face talk, so it 
should be slower to give a chance to 
catch the full meaning of each sen- 
tence. Above all, speak directly into 
the transmitter, with your lips close 
to the mouthpiece, and “throw” your 
voice, that is to say, do not “talk from 
the chest,” which smothers your 
words, but force your breath from 
the mouth as you speak. The tele- 
phone instrument is designed to be 
used this way in order that it may be 
made to exclude, so far as possible, 
the . miscellaneous noises within a 
building or from the street. If your 
voice does not go directly into the 
transmitter it will not be reproduced 
with full distinctness. ; 

“Desk sets’ are sometimes uncon- 
sciously misused in ways that effect 
their efficiency. They are likely not 
to “talk up” properly if they are 
turned almost: upside down in order 
that the speaker may lie back in his 
chair while .he converses, for in- 
stance. The angle at which the in- 
strument works best is fixed by the 
thumb screw at the top of the stand, 
which allows some vibration. Fur- 
thermore, the instrument is made to 
stand on a desk, table, shelf or some 
such hollow framework when it is in 
use and will gain resonance if it isso 
placed.

Big Brothers. 


It was St. Martin’s Night (Monday 
night) in Abbott Village. The moon 
was flooding down, its light upon the 
little open space beyond the bridge. 
A number of fifteen and. sixteen-year- 
old boys were playing a game there. 
What was it? Rugby football, I sup- 
pose. No sir. Association, then? 
Wrong again. Just kicking a football 
about? Not that either. In the Un- 
derwood household we have football 
for breakfast, dinner, and tea; but 
the versatile Scottish brains of these 
boys had actually devised a new game, 
and their independent Scottish wills 
held that it was permissible to play it 
even in the football season. They 
were having an uproariously good 
time over—Puss in the Corner. 

I have been reading about the Big 
Brother Movement: It started from 
New York, and is now on its travels. 
It was started by a Mr. Ernest Coul- 
ter, who is deputy .clerk of the Chil- 
dren’s Court in New York. Briefly, 
the Big Brother is a volunteer proba- 
tion officer, who undertakes to be- 
friend but one boy. By close com- 
panionship, amounting to real friend- 
ship, he plays a part in the general up- 
lift, and often complete redemption, 
of some erring little brother. 

Don’t you like the idea of the Big 
Brothers? And can’t it be applied in 
Andover? Every now and then we 
read of a boy’s being brought before 
Judge Stone for small 'thieving or for 
setting fires. He is let off on proba- 


tion. Now clearly, he needs a Big 
Brother. Perhaps the Judge can find 
him one. Why not? 


But the great field for these useful 
brothers would seem to be in the town 
Sunday-schools. Here is a work cut 
out for the young men’s classes and 
clubs. Nor need the idea stop there. 
It can travel on to Phillips Academy, 
the Sons of Veterans, the Guild, and 
the R. C. O. A.—if I have the initials 
right. And why stop there, either? 
Little boys are not the only ones who 
need big brothers. There are men— 
don’t you know it?—who are not men. 
They are boys who never became 
men; they only grew up. Some of 
them have wives, more’s the pity. But 
women who are wives to grown-up 
boys are in a hard position. What the 
grown-up boy really needs is not a 
wife, but a Big Brother. 2

The ideal man is hard to find, but I 
wonder if Mr. Park has not been al- 
most the ideal pastor of the West 
Church.
